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Russian Astronaut Feels Fine 
After Pioneer Trip In Space 


World Hails Feat; 
Moscow Jubilant 


MOSCOW (UPI) — Soviet air force Maj. Yuri A. 
Gagarin, a big grin on his face, said today he felt fine 
and suffered no injuries on the historic orbit around 
earth that made him the world’s first spaceman. 
Russians danced for joy in the streets at the feat 
of Soviet rocketry and the flight of the stocky, 27-year- 
old cosmonaut in his silvery space suit. From all over 
the world came praise that compared the son of a car­ 
penter to Columbus, Magellan and Lindbergh. 
Auto­ 
matically, he became not only the first man in space 
but also the world’s fastest man— traveling at speeds in 
excess of 25,000 m.p.h. 


Stepping from his space cabin somewhere in 
the Soviet Union, Gagarin reported the earth look­ 
ed light blue to him during his flight and the skies 
around him were very dark. 


“I feel well,” he said. “I have no injuries or bruises.” 
Scientists and physicians took him off for intensive 
examination. 
On the basis of their findings will come the next 
step. Russian delegates to a space convention in Florence, 
Italy, said the goal now is to send a man to the moon. 


“The battle of space is half won,” said a jubilant 
Soviet scientist. 


Premier Nikita S. Khrushchev, vacationing in Sochi 
on the Black Sea, talked to Gagarin by phone and sent 
him a cable saying, “1 hug you. See you soon in Moscow.” 
Sources indicated there had been a Soviet attempt 
last Friday to launch a spaceman but that it failed. There 
were no other details, although it was reported in Mos­ 
cow Monday that a man-in-space attempt had been made 
Friday. 
Tens of thousands of Muscovites snaked through the 
streets cheering Gagarin’s name. 
There has not been 
such excitement in the Soviet capital since V-E day. 


In Kiev, Leningrad and elsewhere, flags flew, 
people marched, bands played. In Kishinev, Mol­ 
davia, 
city fathers renamed a street “Gagarin 
Boulevard.” 


The government newspaper Izvestia interviewed 
Gagarin at the scene of his landing in a “pre-designated 
spot, which, like his launching site, was not disclosed. 
These were the known details of the flight: 
The five-ton space ship named Vostov (east) blasted 
off at 9:07 a.m. Moscow' time today. 
A multi-stage rocket such as the ones used to launch 
and return Soviet animals from orbit hurled it out of 
the earth's atmosphere and into egg-shaped orbit. 
Maximum altitude (apogee) was 18794 miles. Min­ 
imum altitude (perigee) w as 1091/2 miles. The ship passed 
over South America and South Africa. 
Total time in orbit was 89.1 minutes, time for ap­ 
proximately one revolution of earth cruising at speeds 
in excess of 17,000 m.p.h. 
Best estimate was that Gagarin spent another 19 
minutes approaching orbit and returning to earth from 
orbit for a total time off the ground of about one hour, 
48 minutes. 


The spaceship was under control of scientists on 
the ground. Retro-rockets were fired and at 10:55 
a.m., the spaceship was hack on earth with Gagarin 
apparently safe and sound. 


By radio he described the sensation of weightless­ 
ness as he hurtled through the void of space. 
“I withstand well the state of weightlessness,” he 
reported. 
One of the first messages Gagarin was said to have 
sent on landing was: 
“Please report to the (Communist) party and the

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. OF 
—The Redstone rocket which 
the United States had hoped 
would boost the first man into 
space stands on a launching 
pad here. The Soviet l^nion 
beat its firing date by at least 
twro weeks. 
“ So close, yet so far.” com­ 
mented a technician who is 
helping groom the Redstone 
to send one of America’s astro­ 
nauts on a short suborbital 
flight, 
hopefully 
late 
this 
month or early in May. 


HAI) TROUBLES 
“ If we hadn't had those trou­ 
bles last fall and on the chimp 
and Little Joe shots this year, 
we might have made it,” the 
technician said. 
“ But you have to give the 
Russian scientists credit. They 
have accomplished a rem ark­ 
able break-through.” 
Project Mercury officials had 
hoped to achieve a manned

Two weeks later, a Redstone 
fizzled because of a faulty con­ 
nection which caused the es­ 
cape tower to fire, leaving the 
rocket and capsule on the pad. 
This test had to be repeated 
before Ham the space chim­ 
panzee was sent up on a short 
trip Jan. 31. 
An engine thrust regulator 
stuck on the chimp shot, creat­ 
ing excessive thrust which loft­ 
ed the chimp. Ham, higher and 
farther than intended. Another 
Redstone was fired to prove 
out corrections made in the 
regulator, again delaying the 
manned trip. 
TEST FIZZLES 
Another 
setback 
occurred 
March 18 when a repeat of the 
Little Joe escape test fizzled. 
Another try is set for about 
April 20 and must succeed be­ 
fore the Redstone now on the 
pad hurls aloft an astronaut. 
Dr. Hugh Dryden, deputy di­ 
rector of the National Aero­ 
nautics and Space Administra­ 
tion, told the House Space Com­ 
mittee in Washington yester­ 
day that the earliest possible 
date for the manned launching 
is about April 28.

came the launching of huge 
five-ton and seven-ton space­ 
craft around the earth. These 
carried dogs and other life, 
preparatory to man. 


A hitch developed, apparent­ 
ly, last December when a mis­ 
take caused the spacecraft to 
go amiss and burn up in the 
atmosphere.

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Birch Leader Asserts

LOS ANGELES (UPP—Robert 
Welch, head of the controver­ 
sial John Birch Society, said 
last night the American people 
and government leaders have 
been duped into thinking they 
were f i g h ti n g communism, 
when actually they were play­ 
ing into the hands of Soviet 
Russia. 
Welch. 61. a retired Belmont, 
Mass.», candy maker, spoke for 
an hour and a half before an 
enthusiastic capacity crowd of 
6.000 persons who paid a dol­ 
lar apiece to get into Shrine 
Auditorium to hear him. 
“For years,” he said, “we 
have been taken steadily down 
the road to communism by 
steps supposedly designed, and 
presented 
to 
the 
American 
people, as ways of fighting 
communism. 
The whole for­ 
eign aid program is an excel­ 
lent example.” 
Welch outlined what he des­ 
cribed as the Communist “prin-! 
ciple or reversal” as their main 
weapon. 
“By the 
‘liberation’ of a 
country, for instance, such as 
C iba.” he said, “the Commun­ 
ists mean the imposing on Cuba 
of a tyrannical Communist dic­ 
tatorship.” 
Pickets from the local Social­ 
ist Party paraded in front of 
the auditorium before Welch 
spoke. He did not see them be-

Architect Richard Banwell 
outlined plans for an 1.800- 
student high school. 
That at­ 
tendance figure is expected to 
be reached by 1966. 
Present 
capacity is 875 students, with 
about 820 in actual attendance. 
The six-room addition will up 
the capacity to 1.055. 
The long-range plans call for 
an addition of 63,808 square 
feet of floor space to the pres­ 
ent 84,769 square feet. Major 
construction would be a hall 
for lectures, music and theater 
seating up to 250 persons.

Seventeen 
classrooms would be added to 
the present 19 classrooms.

Novato Votes 
Tam Valley Flood Unit 
May Be Closed Soon 
More City 
Street Lights 
Novato will be lighter and 
brighter at night beginning in 
about a morth. 
City councilmen last night 
approved a report from a coun­ 
cil committee recommending 
addition of about 100 lights on 
city streets and change in posi­ 
tion or brighter lights for 13 
existing lights. 
Lee Wise, manager of the 
Pacific Gas and Electric Co. of­ 
fice in Novato, said work would 
begin in about a month, start­ 
ing first in areas most needing 
lights. 
The committee report by 
councilmen Everett Pozzi and 
M. E. (Babe) Silva resulted in 
stiff necks, Pozzi said last 
night, from nights of riding 
around the city with police 
chief Roy McLaren, looking up 
at lights. 
Their report was on lighting 
specifically asked of the city 
by residents and included near­ 
ly all requests. It will cost the 
city an additional $4.203 year­ 
ly, on top of the approximate­ 
ly $26.000 paid to PG&E for 
maintenance, repair, installa­ 
tion and use of lights yearly. 
Councilmen also sent to com­ 
mittee a more complete report 
which projects the probable 
eitv lighting needs for the next 
8 -10 years. 


The Marin County Board of 
Supervisors indicated yester­ 
day that affairs of the Tamal- 
pais Valley Flood Control As­ 
sessment District will be closed 
and some money refunded 
soon. 
The supervisors also received 
notice from the Corps of Army 
Engineers that no further study \ 
will be made of Arroyo Corte 
Madera del Presidio channel 
improvements. Though work on 
the lower channel seems econ­ 
omically justified, local resi­ 
dents have indicated inability 
to make the required contri­ 
bution, the army • engineers 
wrote. 
That nothing was likely to 
eventuate in the Tamalpais Val­ 
ley project had been apparent 
for several months, since the 
army engineering revealed ris­ 
ing costs which made it impos­ 
sible for Marin County to meet 
its share. But some hope had 
been entertained that another 
federal approach might devel­ 
op.Bruce J. Gillette of 407 
Spruce Street. Tamalpais Val­ 
ley, yesterday asked that the 
district be dissolved and as­ 
sessments refunded, saying the 
district had been set up more 
than 26 months ago but no 
work done. 
“I hope you will consider the 
propriety of reimbursing all 
that has been exacted from us,” 
he said. “There should be an 


accounting of money spent.” 
Chairman William D, Fussel- 
man and the supervisor from 
Gillette's district, J. Walter 
Blair, expressed sympathy.

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Pirates Boss Murtaugh Feels Almost 


'Stand Pat' Club Will Win Again 
CANDLESTICK PARK — Most man- 
agers in the National League will tell you 
that “no club can stand pat and be a win­ 
ner in this league.” 
Danny Murtaugh of the world champion 
Pirates doesn't look at it precisely that 
way even though the champs did make a 
winter addition in southpaw reliever Bob­ 
by Shantz. 
“We were good enough to win last 
year,” said Murtaugh, “and we re good 
enough to make a run for it 
again this season.” 
The black-bearded, tobacco- 
chewing leader of the Buceos 
concedes that it will be tougher 
this season than in 1960 “be­ 
cause it looks like you could 
throw a blanket over my own 
club, the Dodgers, Braves, Gi­ 
ants and Cardinals — they’re 
bunched that close.” 
Murtaugh said he wasn't be­ 
ing polite in rating the Giants 
i mong the top five just because 
his Pirates were Candlestick 
Park guests in the current 
opening series. 
“I’ve known A1 Dark for a 
long time,” said Murtaugh. 
“Fourteen years ago we were 
the keystone combination for 
the old Milwaukee Brewers in 
the American Association. I 
played second. A1 was short. He 
was a leader right from his first 
year in baseball in 1947. 
“I KNOW he isn't going to 
let an old friendship stop 
him from beating me and I’m 
sure he knows we’ll beat him 
every time we can.” 
Murtaugh and all of his Pi­ 
rates, with the possible excep­ 
tion of San Carlos’ Dick Stuart, 
speak softly now and with the 
calm confidence and assurance 
that goes with being a cham­ 
pion. There’s no reason for 
them to put on any false front. 
Even Stuart, no shrinking vio­ 
let, speaks softer nowadays. 
Last season they were the 
“never say die” Pirates who 
gave Pittsburgh its first title in 
33 years. This year they’re the 
champs who definitely convey 
the feeling they are going to 
stay champs. 
WHEN IT was pointed out to 
Dick Groat and Don Hoak that 
the law of averages was against 
the Pirates winning 23 games 


again this year in their last 
time at bat, the infield leaders 
merely smiled. 
Pittsburgh never was off the 
pace by more than two games 
at any time last year. The Pi­ 
rates lost two of their first 
three as the seasoned opened. 
After six games they were an 
even 3-3. Then they began to 
move, winning nine in a row 
from April 20 to May 1 when 
they led by two games. 
It looked like they might fold 
during the period May 2-9 when 
they dropped six of seven 
games, falling into second place 
V/z games behind the Giants. 
But it was Bill Rigney’s men 
who folded not Murtaughs 
men. 
FROM MAY 30 on. with the 
exception of one day, the Pi­ 
rates led the league and seldom 
were in any serious trouble. 
Milwaukee made a run at them 
in July, ousting them from first 
place but Bob Friend pitched 
them right back into the lead 
the next day. 
Pittsburgh led Milwaukee by 
only two games on August 1 but 
by August 7 had lengthened it 
to 5V4. Then the Cardinals 
made their run at the pennant 
bound Bucs, moving to within 
three games tof the pace set­ 
ters on August 12. The Pirates 
again met the challenge and by 
August 16 were 7 V* games 
ahead of both the Cardinals and 
Braves. 
And thereafter their lead 
never was less than five games 
despite the loss of Groat on 
September 6 with a broken 
wrist. Dick Schofield took over 
the MVP’s spot at short and he 
didn’t make everyone forget 
about Groat but he sure didn’t 
make them miss him.

Celts Called

BOSTON I** — The old pro 
Boston C e l t i c s — schoolboy 
happy and professionally proud 
— today reign from the high 
position they have held for 
three years, champions of the 
National Basketball Assn. 
“Fantastic, fabulous.” Coach 
Red Auerbach beamed at his 
champions after their 121-112 
victory over St. Louis last night 
eliminated the gallant Hawks 
four games to one in the best 
of seven final playoff. 
“We’re the greatest.” Auer­ 
bach shouted into the con­ 
fusion of the steaming, crowd­ 
ed dressing room. "The 1961 
Boston Celtics are the greatest 
ever. There never was anyone 
like us.” 
As usual, it was a team 
effort. But as usual, it was 
keyed by the great Bill Russell 
and the incomparable Bob 
Cousy. 
Russell, the 6-foot-10 post 
man and the league's most val­ 
uable player, scored 30 points 
— 22 of them in the first half 
as Boston struggled to a 62-61 
intermission lead— and hauled 
down 38 rebounds. 
MR. BASKETBALL 
Cousy, the veteran backcourt 
man who wears the label “Mr. 
Basketball,” scored 18 points, 
13 of them in Boston’s third- 
quarter burst that broke open 
the game, and contributed 12 
assists. 
The Cooz, w h o played 42 
minutes on the dead run in 
Boston's lung - straining f a s t 
break, collapsed after the game 
and took no part in the victory 
celebration. "Russell was fan­ 
tastic,” St. Louis Coach Paul 
Seymour said. “He kept them 
alive in that first half. He gave 
them 
life. 
Thirty-eight

bounds. And then that third 
quarter. That did it.” 
The third-quarter spurt, In 
which Boston outscored St. 
Louis 37-23, gave the Celtics 
a 15-point lead and apparently 
put it out of reach. But the 
Hawks came clawing back. 
Moved by the scoring prow­ 
ess of Cliff Hagan and Bob 
Pettit, who had 26 and 24 
points respectively. St. Uiuis 
closed to within five points 
before Cousy.

Sliced thin and buttered, or 
made into cream-cheese sand­ 
wiches. 
they're

morning coffees or afternoon 
teas. They're fine to pack into 
lunch boxes and youngsters 
usually welcome them as an 
after-school snack. 
These quick loaves are leav­ 
ened with baking powder orj 
baking soda, or a combination 
of the two. Their base may be 
flour or flour plus cereal. We 
prefer brown sugar to white in

usually they benefit from the 
addition of nuts and fruit, or ¡ 
both. When the breads are 
made with white sugar, you'll 
find grated orange rind an ex­ 
cellent flavoring. 
A crack in the top is consid­ 
ered characteristic of q u i c k 
loaves, and nothing to worry 
a bo u t. Nevertheless, s o m e 
cooks cherish the idea of the 
smooth top! If you're one of 
these, you'll be interested in 
the following recipe because it 
produces a tea bread with nary 
a crack. 
In this rule, flour and rolled 
oats are used for the batter's 
base, dark brown sugar for the 
sweetening, buttermilk for the 
leavening. An egg goes in but 
no shortening is called for. A 
reasonable portion of nuts and 
a generous number of raisins 
help give excellent flavor. 
When the loaf comes out of 
the oven, cool it thoroughly on 
a wire rack. Then wrap it tight­ 


ly in transparent, plastic film 
and store it in a tightly-covered 
tin box for 24 hours before 
slicing. This way it will cut 
beautifully thin; the texture 
will be moist and the flavors 
blended. After that, you may 
wish to store the loaf, in its 
plastic film wrap, in the refrig­ 
erator. We do this when we 
plan to have the loaf on hand 
for about a week. When the 
loaf is down to its very last 
slices, try toasting them.

To Get Kind Of Schools You 
Want, Elect Right Trustees 


Just a couple of weeks ago in this 
space, we praised the many fine men 
and women who were offering their 
services to the cause of good govern­ 
ment by agreeing to run for office. 
It is disappointing, therefore, to have 
to report now that the general public 
doesn't seem to appreciate their efforts. 
In fact, the general public has apparent­ 
ly taken a “don't-give-a-darn" attitude 
about the whole thing. 
This year for the first time, every 
school district in the county holds its 
trustee elections next Tuesday, except 
San Rafael which combined its city 
council elections and school board last 
Monday. 
Has this fact and races in most school 
districts increased public interest? 
It 
has not. 
Candidates nights have been sparsely 
attended. One had nearly as many can­ 
didates present as spectators. The ap­ 
pearance of San Rafael council candi­ 
dates. sponsored by the Chamber of 
Commerce and highly publicized and 
advertised, drew only about 50 persons. 
In the face of such voter apathy, it is 
no wonder the voter turnout in San Ra­ 


fael was a mere 30 per cent. 
A candidate in a Southern Marin 
school district tells us that in his house- 
to-house campaigning he has discover­ 
ed the major question the voters want 
answered. 
It has nothing to do with 
curriculum, cost of school construction, 
programs for the gifted children. No. 
the big question is. “Who else is run­ 
ning?" 
The San Rafael voters have made a 
miserable showing of their interest in 
their schools and city. 
Voters in the 
rest of the county, however, still have a 
few days in which to do some digging, 
find out more about the candidate, and 
make a determination as to who are the 
best to carry out the type of school pro­ 
gram they’d like to see. 
Most residents of Marin live in three 
school districts; some in just two. or 
even one. Every voter should partici­ 
pate. The schools spend more than half 
of your tax dollar. They should be the 
kind of schools you want — and are 
willing to pay for. 
The candidates have offered them­ 
selves. It's now up to you. Tuesday is 
election dav.

It's Easy To Tell When Spring

ROSCOE DRUMMOND 
No Sign Of Good News Coming 
Out Of Geneva Test Ban Talks 


WASHINGTON— We should 
be ready for bleak new*s on 
test-ban and disarmament ne­ 
gotiations with the Soviets. 
I suspect the real state of 
affairs will soon be out in the 
open at Geneva. 
The Russians are now back­ 
ing aw*av from any inspect- 
able treaty to end the testing 
of nuclear weapons. 
There is yet no solid Soviet 
agreement to begin the talks 
on 
comprehensive 
disarma­ 
ment Aug. 1. 
Such 
news from Geneva 
can only mean that the So­ 
viets do not want to negotiate 
a test-ban agreement w*hich 
has any element of secure en­ 
forcement. Naturally they do 
not say so. That w*ould be bad 
propaganda. 


BUT THEIR ACTIONS re­ 
veal their intentions: 
1—The United States and 
Britain have made seven sig­ 
nificant concessions to Soviet 
views on inspection. The Rus­ 
sians offer nothing in return. 
2—Actually the Soviet dele­ 
gate not only makes no return 
concessions, but he has with- 
draw*n approval of one of the 
most 
important 
agreements 
already reached in previous 
Geneva 
meetings — that 
a 
single neutral administrator 
be in charge of the test-ban 
control commission.

NO WONDER Vice Presi­ 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson, after 
conferring with the Ameri­ 
can negotiators at Geneva, 
warned that the U. S. will not 
be lured into a treaty “just 
for the sake of a treaty” and 


will not accept a veto-locked 
inspection system. 
It is quite possible that the 
Soviets have decided that the 
value of a test-ban is not equal 
to the amount of inspection 
needed to make it w*ork. Or, 
they might have decided that 
they can get the U. S. to con­ 
tinue the moratorium on test­ 
ing without any inspection 
agreement at all. 
Whatever their reasons, the 
Soviet demand for a veto­ 
laden c o n t r o l commission 
makes the outlook for any 
kind of disarmament agree­ 
ment nearly hopeless. 


IT NOW SEEMS clear that 
the Kremlin is insisting upon 
a veto over any international 
agency which could affect the 
Soviet Union. 
Their demand at Geneva 
for a “committee secretariat” 
to run the test-ban control 
commission is exactly w*hat 
Prem ier Khrushchev has been 
demanding at the U. N. — a 
committee to run the secre­ 
tariat of the United Nations 
with a Soviet veto over any 
action. 
Thus far the Soviet record 
at Geneva is a dismal dashing 
of the hopes of the whole 
world for serious negotiation.

Redwood 
High 
School 
has 
gone into international partner­ 
ship with a school in Germany. 
The 
partner school 
is the 
Volksobershule Prectz. 40 miles 
northeast 
of 
Hamburg. 
The 
partnership was arranged by 
the school affiliates service of 
the Society of Friends. 
It wasn’t easy, according to 
language 
teacher 
Robert 
J. 
Mautner. who is adviser for 
Redwoods International Club, 
sponsor of the project. 
A first task is to find schools 
which are comparable. In Eu­ 
rope it’s difficult to find a com­ 
prehensive. coeducational high 
school. Mautner said. 
Volksobershule Preetz com­ 
bines 
Germany’s 
two 
basic 
kinds of high school: The ter­ 
minal program of the 10th year 
and the college preparatory, or 
“gymnasium” program. Enroll­ 
ment is 1.300. and the school is 
coeducational. 
That's 
comparable to 
Red­ 
wood’s 
comprehensive 
coedu­ 
cational urogram. Redwood has 
an enrollment of 1.400. 
So far the exchange in the 
partnership has been largely 
that of material. The German 
school has sent its annual re­ 
port. a literary magazine, and 
a student’s term paper in math­ 
ematics.

Redwood has sent a collec­

Then, .n quick succession, 
cam e the next two acts in the 
underground dram a. 
On Jan 12. 1959. five Span­ 
ish boys stum bled 
onto 
the 
long-hidden e ntry to the eaves, 
an d history resum ed. 
Earlv this year, after months 
of archaeological study which 
tu rn e d up m ajor finds, includ­ 
ing pre-historie paintings which 
ra n k with the world's 
finest, 
th e caves were throw n open to 
th e public. 


The opening was eelebrat- 
brated by a modern dance 
festival — the first time that 
the ballet has been perform­ 
ed ir* a pre-historic cave. 


A rtists from the Le Tour de 
P aris company danced Tchai­ 
kovsky. Drigo, and Moussorg- 
sky amid stalactites and stalag­ 
m ites that had once m easured 
th e domain of prim itive man.

Coke Oven By-products 
Used For Many Things 


CLEVELAND (UPI)—A thick, 
brown smoke which used t o ! 
curl out of the coke ovens of 
the steel industry has made it 
possible to glue broken bones, 
put moths on a starvation diet 
and reduce inflight collisions 
of aircraft. 


By-product coke ovens, which 
replace 
the 
old 
“behive” 
ovens used to convert coal into 
coke, 
are 
transforming 
the 
brown smoke into about 145 
pounds of coal chemicals per j 
ton of coal. The chemicals are 
used in over 200,000 products. | 
Some of the chemicals, such 
as ammonium sulfate, a nitro­ 
gen fertilizer, and creosote are 
sold directly to the agricultural 
industry. Others like benzene,1 
toluene, xylene, naphthalene, 
phenol and pyridine are con­ 
verted by the pharmaceutical 
paint, plastics and other indus­ 
tries into such products as as­ 
pirin, DDT, explosives, nylon, 
plastics, dyes, paints, inks, per­ 


fumes and cosmetics. 
A special bone glue already 
has been used to mend over 350 
serious fractures. Still being 
tested, it is a strong plastic 
foam and a derivative of to­ 
luene. Poured into the fracture, 
it hardens so quickly the pa­ 
tient may move the repaired 
limb within a few hours. 


Several experimental prod­ 
ucts 
derived 
from 
pyridine! 
closely 
resemble 
vitamin 
B 
nutrients which are needed by 
moth 
larvae. 
Studies 
show I 
promise that the larvae will 
either ignore fabrics treated 
with the chemicals or will nib­ 
ble sparingly and eventually 
die of starvation. 


The use of fluorescent paints, 
having coal chemical compo­ 
nents, cut in-air collisions of 
the Air Training Command of 
the Air Force from nine in one 
year to only two the next year. 
Neither crash involved fluores­ 
cent-painted craft.

Moscow's Machines, 


Men Defeat Snowfalls 


MOSCOW fUPP 
- Moscow’s 
“snow squadron’’ of new ma­ 
chines and ancient brooms eas­ 
ily defeats the traditional Rus­ 
sian winter. 
Of course, two reasons are 
apparent 
to foreigners 
why 
Moscow can shrug off snow 
while New York, for instance, 
flounders. 
First, Moscow still does not 
have heavy traffic. 
Second, the Socialist system 
is like a gigantic WPA furn­ 
ishing an army of cheap labor 
to whisk practically every last 
snowflake from the streets. 
» 


Moscow’s anti-snow man­ 
euvers are like a highly or­ 
ganized 
army 
campaign. 
When snow first begins to 
fall over the city's golden 
church 
spires, 
new 
apart­ 
ment houses and old tradi­ 
tional brown wooden build­ 
ings, the news is flashed to 
five snow machine garages 
around the city. 


Immediately, 160 machines 
like fire engines on their way 
to a fire roar out from the gar­ 
ages to begin pushing snow to 
curbs. 
Next. 600 snow machines au­ 
tomatically scoop snow in as­ 
sembly line style 
into 
1.700 
dump trucks. The trucks dump 
their loads in fields outside the 
City or over a brick wall into 
the Moscow River. 
Scalding hot water also is 
pumped into the river to keep 
the snow melted. 
Later, 
80 
other 
machines 
drop a mixture of sand and | 
rock salt on the streets to pre­ 
vent ice formation and to help 
keep cars from skidding. 
In 
the 
meantime, 4,000 
workers march to their posts 
to battle the snow on side­ 
walks, even in the middle of 
the night. 
The workers are elderly wo­ 
men in boots and with heavy 
shawls wrapped around their 
heads, 
Many prefer to work 
with bare hands. 
With curved twig brooms or 
modern shovels, they relent­ 
lessly remove snow and chip ice 
from the sidewalks. 
Apartment houses also em­ 
ploy 
persons to shovel 
snow 
from sidewalks and streets and 
the sound of scraping shovels 
periodically awakens residents 
during the night. 
The workers make as little 


as five new 
rubles 
(roughly 
$5.50» monthly for the part- 
time seasonal work. 
Since there are few private 
ears in this 
country, the 
fight against snow is not im­ 
peded by cars parked in side 
streets as in New York. 


During the night only a few* 
taxis are on the street to ham­ 
per the snow machines. 
In 1959, 600 small machines 
to clean sidewalks were added 
to the battalion. 
Other workers also regularly 
knock snow from roofs to pre­ 
vent water 
leaking 
into the 
buildings or the snow, laced 
with icicles, cascading over pas- 
sersby. 


As private cars are dis­ 
couraged from the Soviet t n- 
lon, it is doubtful if Moscow 
ever will have the paralyzer 
traffic of a New York snow­ 
fall. 


One official concerned with 
snow removal in the Moscow 
area said the snow machines 
are on duty from about Nov. 1 
to April 15. 
‘“The idea is to get the snow- 
off the streets before it packs 
down and is hardened.” he ex­ 
plained. 
‘‘Twenty-four 
hours 
after the end of a snowfall, we 
usually have streets and side­ 
walks dry and clean.” 
He 
sympathizes with New 
York’s problem, adding: 
“Well, they have lots of pa­ 
per on the streets to add to the 
problem. Here we educate the 
people to be neat.” 
The official said the city re­ 
moved nine million cubic me­ 
ters of snow in 1960.

DECAYING OFFICERS’ ROW— .Junglelike growth 
is smothering officers' row in what was once called 
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the “cleanest post in the A rm y”— Camp Reynolds 
on Angel Island. 


Side by side on Angel Island 
in San Francisco Bay stand the 
new and the old Army watch­ 
dogs of the Golden Gate. 
On the highest point of the 
island gleams the electronic 
eye of a modern Nike site, 
while only a few hundred yards 
below it. on the west side, lies 
the ghost of old Camp Reyn­ 
olds. Nestled in a verdant val­ 
ley. it looks out on Sausalito 
and the Golden Gate, its life 
span 
having 
extended 
from 
1863 to 1946 
Generals John J. Pershing 
and Douglas MacArthur left 
the imprint of their junior 
officer boots on the old post's 
gently 
s l o p i n g 
parade 
ground. Rut only the island 
deer parade on it today while 
the plaintive cry of sea gulls 
sounds reveille and taps each 
day. 
Over 20 buildings of Camp 
Reynolds continue to defy the 
elements and the passage of 
years. Except for glassless w in-! 
dows. they appear as solid as 
the day they were built. But 
the little graveyard on a steep 
hill nearby marked by a white | 
picket fence has only empty 
hollows to show where 
131 
bodies rested. These were mov­ 
ed bv the Army to the Golden 


and his lady had just stepped 
across the parade ground to 
shop at the post traders. 
Camp Reynolds, known later 


as the West Garrison and about 
1900 as Fort McDowell, had 
wigwams outside its gates dur-

Gate 
National 
Cemetery 
in 
1947. 
So steep was the cemetery 
that the post 
historian. Dr. 
Bentley, in 1869 complained 
that “the occupant of a sepul­ 
chre here . . . is forced to as­ 
sume the posture of appearing 
to stand on his head, while in 
a few yards a fine level space 
is available.” 
One of the largest buildings 
of brick and huge redwood 
beams is today in excellent 
condition. Used for headquar­ 
ters storage, it is close to the 
skeleton of the big wharf where 
ships docked to unload their 
cargoes. The massive beams re­ 
veal no rot or detérioration. It 
can be easily seen from Marin 
County, 
the 
G o l d e n 
Gate 
Bridge and t.hc Marina of San 
Francisco.

Madhouse For Manager 


LOS 
AN G ELES 
(UPD — The ! 
troubles that beset most land-: 
lords can't begin to compare 
with the problems facing Bill 
Nicholas, whose tenant- osten­ 
tatiously rip up the lawn, un­ 
thinkingly lose equipment and 
then have the gall to demand 
immediate structural changes. 


Nicholas isn't in charge of a 
madhouse — though sometimes 
it surely must seem that way. 
He is general manager of the 
huge Los Angeles Memorial 
Coliseum. 


His occupants include almost 
everything and everyone. Last 
year, for instance, the 101,573 
seat stadium was home to gi­ 
gantic professional f o o t b a l l 
players and tinv bantamweight 
boxers, dignified religious serv­ 
ices 
and 
rollicking 
western 
rodeos. 
Nicholas has run the Coli­ 
seum since 1946, but it is only 
recently that he has begun to 
feel like an apartment house 
manager cramming people in. 
Before 1958 he only had to 
w orn’ about getting in the Los 
-Angeles 
Rams, 
U CLA 
and 
Southern California during the 
football season and a few other 
events during the spring and 
summer. 
Then came the Dodgers. Wal­ 
ter O’Malley decided his team 
would take up temporary resi­ 
dence in the stadium. So the 


Coliseum got 77 more playing 
dates and a much maligned 40- 
foot-high left field screen. 


The recent addition of the 
American Football League Los 
Angeles Chargers gave Nich­ 
olas more experience in sched­ 
ule squeezing and about left 
the groundkecpers with the 
shakes. 


During 1960 a chauvinistic 
Coliseum spectator could have 
seen 42 football games (not in­ 
cluding pee-wee tilts at half- 
time), 77 baseball games, the 
Man’ s 
Hour 
religious 
pro­ 
gram, Coliseum Relays, sports­ 
men's and vacation shows, a 
rodeo, Ju ly 4th fireworks, two 
championship 
boxing 
bouts, 
and, of course, President Ken­ 
nedy 
proclaiming 
the 
“ new- 
frontier'’ at the Democratic Na­ 
tional Convention in July. 


Needless to say, the many 
events keep the groundkeepers 
and work crew’s on the run. In 
a weekend in early fall, when 
the Dodgers are still playing 
and the Rams and Chargers 
have started their exhibition 
seasons, 
the 
Coliseum 
face 
changes almost daily. 


On a Friday evening the 
screen and backstop may be 
up. Saturday— no more screen. 
The baseball structures have 
been replaced by goal posts 
and football striping is on the 


grass. Sunday afternoon after 
another hectic switch the field 
is again ready for baseball. 


It takes two w'ork crews of 
seven men each a total of eight 
hours and costs about $1,000 
every time the screen and back­ 
stop go up or down. 


By November the field is a 
g r o u ndskeeper's 
nightmare. 
There is nothing left in the 
middle of the gridiron but a 


few straggly roots and plenty 
of dirt— which sometimes is 
sneakily dyed green to fool the 
players and fans into thinking 
it is grass. According to Nich­ 
olas, not even the broncos and 
Brahma bulls at the rodeo tear 
up the turf like football play­ 
ers.

Fon Point and Alcatraz Is­ 
land. enemy vessels could eas­ 
ily destroy shipping and mili­ 
tan' installations. 
A War Department directive 
to General Wright hastened 
fortification plans for Points 
Blunt and Stewart on Angel 
Island. 
Batten* B. Third Artillen*, 
under command of Lt. John L. 
Tierson. proceeded to the is­ 
land Sept. 9. 1863. Three days 
later, the young lieutenant for­ 
mally took possession of An­ 
gel Island for the United 
States. Setting up a rough 
camp, he named it Camp Reyn­ 
olds in honor of Maj. Gen. John 
Fulton Reynolds, a former of­ 
ficer in the Third Artillery, 
who was killed at Gettysburg 
on Jtflv 1 of that year. * 
The camp quicklv became 
what was undoubtedly the 
cleanest Armv post in the 
country, it was said of it 
that a laundress was avail­ 
able for every inhabitant. 
This is substantiated by the 
building record of a laundrv 
building 25 by 80 feet and 
another containing 20 rooms. 
Some of the houses even bad 
washing and ironing cabins 
in the rear. 
By the end of July 1864. the 
Army engineers hod completed 
two batteries Batter}' 1 at Point 
Stewart mounted three 32- 
Bounders and one 10-inch how­ 
itzer. while Batten* 2 at Point j 
Knox mounted 10 m ns—seven 
32-pounders, two 10-inch Rod­ 
mans and one 8-inch Rodman. 
In addition. Major Andrews ¡ 
commander of the Third Artil- j 
lerv, placed five 32-pounders 
Et the head of the main wharf.

hectic s e a r c h for buried 
treasure supposedly left be­ 
hind by robbers and smug­ 
glers who once inhabited An­ 
gel I s l a n d . Innumerable 
holes testified to the gold 
mania that swept the island. 
Digging even went on all 
night, but only a handful of 
Spanish coins was unearthed 
as a reward for the zeal put 
forth. 
The post was used suc­ 
cessively as a recruiting depot 
for soldiers from the Far East; 
as headquarters for the 12th 
Infantry (numbering 196 men 
in 1876i. and for the First In­ 
fantry, which departed in 1896 
and was replaced by the Third 
Artillery once more. 
Some time before 1905, the 
old batteiy positions were lev­ 
eled and new ones constructed. 
The picturesque old station 
began to fade away after con­ 
struction of the East and North

Garrisons around the turn of j 
the century*. Even the name 
Camp Reynolds became erased 
from official records when the j 
entire island was named Fort i 
McDowell. Used as an over- ] 
flow activity for the grander j 
and larger East Garrison, the 
name still held on tenaciously. 
It took World War II to 
breath a bit more life into 
C amp Reynolds, or West 
Garrison, as it was then call­ 
ed. Remodeling of antique 
structures brought them up 
to date. Bathrooms and elec­ 


tricity gave officers’ row, the 
barracks and administrative 
buildings a “new look,” as 
noncommissioned o f f i c er s 
moved in from the over­ 
crowded East Garrison. 
When the conflict ended, 
Camp Reynolds sank into the 
junglelike growth which smoth­ 
ers it today, its century of 
quiet glory* and band music 
and parading companies gone 
forever. Only the eye of an 
artist or an enthusiast of by­ 
gone eras can bring it to life 
again. 


LOS ANGELES <UPD — Los 
Angeles’ new $50 million Inter­ 
national Airport passenger ter­ 
minal. believed by many to be 
the most modern in the world, 
is nearing completion w ith the 
first planes scheduled to use its 
facilities by June of this year. 
The terminal, financed by 
a municipal bond issue, cov­ 
ers 265 acres, and was de­ 
signed with an eye to the 
future. The many buildings 
are being constructed around 
the perimeter of a 5.000-car 
parking lot that is 14 feet 
below the surface. In event 
of expansion in years to 
come, it will be only a simple 
matter of adding a roof to 
double the parking capacity. 
Each of the major airlines 
will have its own satellite build­ 
ing and its own ticket build­ 
ing.Whereas the satellite system 
has been used at many of the 
world’s larger airports, the air­ 
lines have done the construc­ 
tion themselves with an obvi­ 
ous difference in styles. 
Six satellite buildings are in­ 
cluded in the first construction 
plans, with space available for 
two additional buildings. 
Each satellite building is be­ 
ing constructed with four lev­ 
els. Each will contain 108.000 
square feet of floor space. The 
public level of each, above the 
ground level, will have a lobby, 
restaurant, coffee shop, cock­ 
tail lounge and gift-newsstands. 
It is from this floor that passen­ 
gers will board their airplanes 
by means of telescoping metal 
covered ramps to give protec­ 
tion from the weather and re­ 
duce jet blast noise. 
The other floors will cqntain 
baggage handling facilities, of­ 
fices for aifline operations and 
rooms for crews. Many of the 
major airlines, which have 
their own private clubs, will 
locate these in their satellite 
buildings. 
Each satellite will have fa­ 
cilities to load or unload 10 
jet transports. 
One satellite will he for in­ 
ternational flights and contain 
customs, public health and im­ 
migration quarters. Another

will be for the joint use of the 
regional carriers. 
Each satellite building will 
have its own separate ticketing 
building located at the edge of 
the parking lot. From the tick­ 
et building the satellite can be 
reached by an underground 
passageway. 
Directly in the center of the 
parking section stands the $2.2 
million Theme Building. In the 
shape of a huge 135-foot high 
parabolic arch, the Theme 
Building is symbolic of the fu­ 
turistic plan of the internation­ 
al terminal. 
The giant steel arches used 
in the building span a distance 
from leg to leg large enough to 
accommodate a football field. 
At the 70-foot level of the 
Theme Building there will be 
a restaurant with an observa­ 
tion deck 10 feet higher. Other 
facilities in the Theme Building 
will be an employe cafeteria 
and central kitchens and com­ 
missary for restaurants located 
in each of the satellite build­ 
ings.N ene center of the term­ 
inal will be the 12-story Ad­ 
ministrative Building and its 
control tower on top. Much 
of the space in this building 
already has been occupied by 
airport administration. Fed­ 
eral Aviation Agency and 
control equipment. Airport 
control will be shifted to the 
new control tower in March. 
This building cost $1.4 mil­ 
lion. 
The address of the new In­ 
ternational Airport Passenger 
Terminal will be No. 1 World 
Wav, the name of the drive 
around the parking area. 
For an ultra-modern novelty 
as well as utilitarian means of 
inter-terminal transportation a 
monorail will be installed 
around the entire perimeter of 
the terminal. Passenger-carry­ 


ing cars will travel under a rail 
suspended above road traffic 
between the Theme Building 
and all airline ticketing build­ 
ings. 
To operate these horizontal 
elevators the rider will step 
aboard, drop a quarter in a slot 
and push a button with the 
name of the airline office he 
desires. The car will leave 
when he closes the door, circle 
the terminal and comes to a 
stop at the desired building.

SANTA FE, N. M. (UPD—Mod-, 
ern Navajo medicine men wish­ 
ing to brush up on their sand 
painting technique often travel; 
200 miles east of the reserva-! 
tion to view a collection of 
paintings made by a white wo­ 
man. 


The paintings are housed in 
the Museum of Navajo Cere­ 
monial 
Art, 
an 
eight-sided 
earthen building outside Santa 
Fe. 


The two-story structure is 
considered a holy building as 
well as a museum. It is some­ 
times 
called 
the 
Navajo 
house of prayer or mecca. 
Built in the shape of an In­ 
dian hogan, it contains the 
most 
complete 
record 
of 
Navajo sand p a i n t i n g s , 
chants, myths, legends and 
rites in the world. 


It is a monument to a New 
England woman, Mary Cabot 
Wheelwright, a descendant of 
the Boston Cabots, and a medi­ 
cine man, Hasteen Klah, one of 
the Navajo’s most noted re­ 
ligious leaders. 
‘ The People,” as the Nava-: 
jos calf themselves, have a say­ 
ing that when the last sand 
painting has been forgotten, | 
the last Navajo will disappear 
from the earth. 
Forty years ago, Klah saw his ¡ 
people drifting from their tra­ 
ditions and hoped that som e1 
way would be found to pre- i 
serve their elaborate rituals. 
Without an organized priest- i 
hood, church or written lan­ 
guage, medicine men had or­ 
ally passed the secrets of the 
religious rites from generation 
to generation for hundreds of 
years. 
It is important th a t'e v e ry 
mark on the eight-foot paint­ 
ings and every word of the 
myths and chants be unchang­ 
ed or, the Indians believe, the 
ceremony will bring evil in­ 
stead of good. Some of the 
ceremonies are nine-days long. 


Also the Navajos believe it 
is 
dangerous 
to 
draw 
or 
photograph an actual paint­ 
ing when it is completed. 
Klah was trying to weave 


them into rugs when he met 
Miss Wheelwright. 


She came to New Mexico in 
the early 1920’s on vacations. 
On a pack trip to the Navajo 
country, she met Klah through 
a trader, whose wife had been 
making water color sketches 
of sand paintings from mem­ 
ory. 
When Miss Wheelwright ex­ 
pressed a desire to make a rec­ 
ord of the religion, Klah ac­ 
cepted her plans. 
She 
memorized 
and drew 
some 400 sand paintings before 
her death in 1958 and collect­ 
ed healing chants, writing hun­ 
dreds of the songs in longhand. 
Others contributed to the col­ 
lection. 


The 
museum-shrine 
now 
contains more than 1,500 re­ 
productions of sand paint­ 
ings; 
2,000 
recordings 
of 
chants; 
3 0 0 
unpublished 
manuscripts of myths, leg­ 
ends and rites and 12 color 
films of ceremonies none of 
which can be exhibited com­ 
mercially. 
Klah dedicated the museum 
in 1937 and died later that 
same year at 70. He is buried 
near the east entrance. 
Most °f the 85,000 Navajos 
retain their basic traditional 
beliefs, based on harmony with 
nature. They visit the museum 
from New Mexico, Arizona and 
Utah.

Lisbon Ready 1 


To Spill Over 


Tagus River 
! 


LISBON Portugal UPH—His­ 
toric Lisbon, for centuries hav­ 
ing prospered on the right 
bank of the River Tagus, has 
growing pains that are pushing 
it across the waterway. 
The main problem in the pic­ 
turesque Portuguese capital is 
the steadily increasing traffic. 
The city's 1-year-old subway 
presently is being extended in 
all directions, but the real an­ 
swer to the problem is a bridge 
across the Tagus. 
Work on it is expected to be­ 
gin next year by a group of 
companies headed by the l.S . 
Steel Corp. 
The bridge will be of the 
high level suspension type, its 
.-pan will be 3.317 feet long. 
Five other spans will be 1,540 
feet each. The main towers will 
rise 603 feet above the water 
and the central span will have 
a vertical clearance of 238 feet 
for ships. 
Thirteen miles of approach 
roads will be constructed along 
with the bridge. The bridge will 
have four lanes for highway 
traffic 
and 
a 
central 
mail 
which will be converted into a 
fifth lane when necessary. 
This 
usually

going 
coastal city, where spring is 
more yearly than seasonal, is 
bustling with activity to cope 
with the transportation prob­ 
lem. 
Underneath the Rossio and 
Restauradores Squares in the 
center of town, work is pro­ 
gressing on the subway. To 
avoid the shallow sub-soil of 
the Praco do Comercio river 
front, the subway will go from 
Rossio into the hilly crust area 
to the southwest, coming as 
dose to the Tagus as is possible 
at that point.

African Fish 'Planted' 


To Eat Aquatic Plants 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark. TUPI) — I

things to a fisherman is getting 
his lures draped with green, 
slimy moss—which actually is 
algae and other aquatic plant 
life. 
Moss is especially prevalent 
in impounded waters in the 
southern part of the United 
States. 
The 
Arkansas 
Game 
and 
Fish Department has experi­ 
mented with various manage­ 
ment techniques, including the 
use of chemicals. To date, no 
satisfactory solution has been 
found. 
The department's fisheries 
division is now trying another 
approach — the use of fish 
themselves. 
The department has acquir­ 


ed a large number of fish 
known as African bream from 
a private hatchery in Tampa, 
Fla. They have been stocked 
in Lake Catherine, near Hot 
Springs. 
Andrew- Hulsey, chief of the 
Fisheries Division, said the fish 
feed heavily on aquatic plants. 
Hulsey 
said 
the 
African 
bream is a tropical species and 
is prolific. In a year's time, he 
said, they will weigh one pound 
and are an excellent food fish. 
The question is, however, 
how well will they survive the 
cold Arkansas winters. 
Hulsey said if the fish help 
control the moss, and if they 
should die of the cold, the de­ 
partment will restock them, 
each spring in other Arkansas 
lakes.

Oil Derrick Ships 
May Drill In Gulf 


HOUSTON, Tex. (UPD—The 
economic gamble of oil explora­ 
tion in the submerged lands of 
the Gulf of Mexico may soon be 
solved by drilling ships topped 
with oil derricks. 
Already there are a dozen or 
so drilling ships operating in 
the gulf, and industry leaders 
believe the new operation will 
be the answer to future off­ 
shore drilling operations. 
Contrary to popular opinion, 
the oil industry is not realizing 
a profit from its submerged 
lands. 
Since 1945 the companies 
have spent some S3 billion on 
gulf drilling and have pro­ 
duced gas and oil worth only 
$725 million. The annual in­ 
come currently is about $200 
million an dthe companies pour 
$250 million back in reinvest­ 
ment. 
The American Petroleum In­ 
stitute (API) notes that the 
drilling ships will provide a 
great attraction for oilmen. The 
ships will bring drillers into 
areas too deep for conventional 
off-shore platform wells and 
they will mean that many salt­ 
water areas can be explored 
and developed. 
The A PI also points out that 
the ships permit well comple­ 
tion without the conventional 
drilling platform, which in the

gulf can easily cost several mil­ 
lion dollars. 
Currently two types of drill­ 
ing ships are being used. One 
is the over-the-side rig that per­ 
mits well completion above the 
water level, and the other is 
the centership rig that utilizes 
undersea completion devices. 
Both have to be towed to a 
drilling site, but m a r i t i m e 
authorities often require a cap­ 
tain and several able-bodied 
seamen to be aboard. 
Workers aboard the drilling 
ships learn to speak a mixture 
of roughneck and old salt. 
Terms like “ windjammer” and 
"crow’s nest” are heard along 
with oilfield expressions like 
“ monkey board” and “ mouse­ 
trap.” 
And just like sailors, the 
drillers learn to watch the 
skies for weather signs that 
can make a deep sea oil hunt a 
treacherous operation. 
In the gulf, several mobile 
platforms have been capsized 
by silt bottoms. 
The biggest threat is from 
hurricanes with high velocity 
winds and giant waves backed 
by swift currents. 
The drilling ship's future in 
the oil business depends upon 
its ability to overcome the eco­ 
nomic and oceanographic ob­ 
stacles the A PI points out. 
The industry must be able 
to realize a reasonable profit 
on its investment before the 
off - shore 
oil 
hunt 
can 
be 
pushed to deep waters, and this 
means the drilling ship must 
demonstrate that it can save 
money in 
submerged lands, 
where drilling and equipment 
mosts continue to increase.

Lincoln M. Zonn, a commer­ 
cial examiner who has run 
many more tests on housewives 
than murderers, reports that 
non-criminal cases account to­ 
day for 95 per cent of all lie 
detector interrogations. 


“Screening is most in de­ 
mand by supermarkets, ware­ 
houses, department s t o r e s 
and banks, ail with staffs 
handling large amounts of 
merchandise or cash,” Zonn 
said./ 


“ It’s a safe bet that around 
20,000 firms have screened one 
or more employes. Within the 
next two years this number will 
probably double.” 
Zonn 
noted 
that business 
uses the lie detector primarily 
when specific wrongdoing is 
uncovered, as is the case in the 
criminal investigation f i e l d . 
But where a signed confession 
usually leads to prosecution in 
criminal cases, business pre­ 
fers to handle its wrongdoers 
outside of the courts, he said. 
“ Bonding companies make 
restitution based on the con­ 


fession plus other proof of 
loss,” he explained. 
In more than half of the 
cases 
uncovered, 
pilferers 
are either reemployed or the 
bonding company finds other 
employment for them in or­ 
der to get back money paid 
on the bond. Money can't be 
recouped when a man sits in 
prison. 
“ Of course, th e m an is 
screened carefully to deter­ 
mine the likelihood of further 
wrongdoing, 
and 
in 
almost 
every case he is required to 
sign an agreement to sit for 
periodic lie detector exami­ 
nation. 
Pre - employment interroga­ 
tion has gained favor with 
many companies. Zonn said. He 
noted that a truthful answrer to 
the question of intention to re­ 
main on the job in Florida after 
the winter season can deter­ 
mine the success of an entire 
training program. 
A former intelligence offi­ 
cer, Zonn reported a manage- 
trend to screen new exeeu- 
ment trend tn screen new 
executives who might be po­ 
tential undercover operatives 
for competitor firms. 
“To p r e v e n t these after- 
shave-lotion-scented Mata Haris 
from walking off with a new' 
car design or product innova­ 
tion, all it takes is an answer to 
the man’s intent to divulge 
company information.” he said. 
“ The truth here is worth a 
fortune.”

'Kind, Russian Face' 


LONDON (Æ)—Moscow tele-1 
vision presented a picture of 
the Soviet Union’s first space- ] 
man today, describing him as 
a man with “a good, honest j 
smile.” 
The portrait of Maj. Yuri A. 
Gagarin was shown and then 
came this broadcast comment, 
repeated by Moscow' radio: 
“For those who did not see 
this picture we should like to 
give a description of this splen­ 
did man. 
' On the screen appears the 
image of a man aged about 
25-28 with a kind, Russian face, 
eyes set well apart, fine bushy 
brows and high forehead. 
“He wears a flying helmet, 
a light overall suit. 
He smiles 
a good, honest smile. 
And is 
there any need to add that 
this man who has been the 
first to dare to fly to space, 
to reach for the stars, to look 
down on our earth, is a man 
of very great and very real 
character. 
This is evident in 


1934. in t he Gzhatsk district of 
the Smolensk area.

and fled into the hinterlands.

MOSCOW (UPI) — Soviet air force Maj. Yuri A. 
Gagarin, a big grin on his face, said today he felt fine 
and suffered no Injuries on the historic orbit around 
earth that made him the world's first spaceman. 
Russians danced for joy in the streets at the feat 
of Soviet rocketry and the flight of the stocky, 27-year- 
old cosmonaut in his silvery space suit. From all over 
the world came praise that compared the son of a car­ 
penter to Columbus, Magellan and Lindbergh. 
Auto­ 
matically. he became not only the first man in space 
but also the world's fastest man— traveling at speeds in 
excess of 25,000 m.p.h. 


Stepping from his space cabin somewhere in 
the Soviet Union, Gagarin reported the earth look­ 
ed light blue to him during his flight and the skies 
around him w ere very dark. 


“ I feel well,” he said. “I have no injuries or bruises.” 
Scientists and physicians took him off for intensive 
examination. 
On the basis of their findings will come the next 
step. Russian delegates to a space convention in Florence, 
Italy, said the goal now is to send a man to the moon. 


“The batile of space is half won,” said a jubilant 
Soviet scientist. 


Premier Nikita S. Khrushchev, vacationing in Sochi 
on the Black Sea, talked to Gagarin by phone and sent 
him a cable saying, “J hug you. See you soon in Moscow 
Sources indicated there had been a Soviet attempt 
last Friday to launch a spaceman but that it failed. There 
were no other details, although it was reported in Mos­ 
cow Monday that a man-in-space attempt had been made 
Friday. 
Tens of thousands of Muscovites snaked through the 
streets cheering Gagarin's name. 
There has not been 
such excitement in the Soviet capital since Y-E day. 


In Kiev, Leningrad and elsewhere, flags flew, 
people marched, bands played. In Kishinev, Mol­ 
davia, 
city fathers renamed a street “Gagarin 
Boulevard.” 


The government newspaper Izvestia interviewed 
Gagarin at the scene of his landing in a “pre-designated 
spot, which, like his launching site, was not disclosed. 
These were the known details of the flight: 
The five-ton space ship named Yostov (east) blasted 
off at 9:07 a.m. Moscow time today. 
A multi-stage rocket such as the ones used to launch 
and return Soviet animals from orbit hurled it out of 
the earth's atmosphere and into egg-shaped orbit. 
Maximum altitude (apogee) was 187n4 miles. Min­ 
imum altitude (perigee) was 109V2 miles. The ship passed 
over South America and South Africa. 
Total time in orbit was 39.1 minutes, time for ap­ 
proximately one revolution of earth cruising at speeds 
in excess of 17,000 m.p.h. 
Best estimate was that Gagarin spent another 19 
minutes approaching orbit and returning to earth from 
orbit for a total time off the ground of about one hour, 
48 minutes. 


The spaceship was under control of scientists on 
the ground. Retro-rockets were fired and at 10:55 
a.m., the spaceship was hack on earth with Gagarin 
apparently safe and sound. 


By radio he described the sensation of weightless­ 
ness as he hurtled through the void of space. 
“I withstand well the state of weightlessness,” he 
reported. 
One of the first messages Gagarin was said to have 
sent on landing was: 
“Please report to the (Communist) party and the

capacity is 875 students, with 
about 820 in actual attendance.

The long-range plans call for 
an addition of 63,808 square 
feet of floor space to the pres­ 
ent 84,769 square feet. Major 
construction would be a hall 
for lectures, music and theater 
seating up to 250 persons.

2— Actually th e Soviet dele­ 
gate not only m akes no return 
concessions, but he has with­ 
drawn approval of one of the 
most 
im portant 
agreem ents 
already reached in previous 
Geneva 
meetings — that 
a 
single neutral administrator 
be in charge of the test-ban 
control commission. 


3— In 
place 
of 
a 
single 
neutral 
administrator, 
Mos­ 
cow now’ says it will only ac­ 
cept a three-man committee 
on which, at all points, each 
would have to agree before 
any 
inspection was auth o r­ 
ized. 
4— This means that the So­ 
viet 
Union is demanding a 
total veto over any system of 
inspection designed to verify 
the test ban. 


NO WONDER Vice Presi­ 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson, after 
conferring with the Ameri­ 
can negotiators at Geneva, 
warned that the U. S. will not 
be lured into a treaty “just 
for the sake of a treaty" and 


will not accept a veto-locked 
inspection system. 
It is quite possible that the 
Soviets have decided that the 
value of a test-ban is not equal 
to the amount of inspection 
needed to make it work. Or, 
they might have decided that 
they can get the U. S. to con­ 
tinue the moratorium on test­ 
ing 
w' hout 
any inspection 
agreem ent at all. 


W hatever their reasons, the 
Soviet 
dem and 
for a 
veto­ 
laden c o n t r o l commission 
makes the outlook for any 
kind of disarm am ent agree­ 
ment nearly hopeless. 


IT NOW SEEMS clear that 
the Kremlin is insisting upon 
a veto over any international 
agency w’hich could affect the 
Soviet Union. 
Their dem and at Geneva 
for a "committee secretariat" 
to ru n the test-ban control 
commission Is exactly what 
Pre m ie r K hrushchev has been 
dem anding at the U. N. — a 
committee to ru n the secre­ 
tariat of the United Nations 
with a Soviet veto over any 
action. 
Thus far the Soviet record 
at Geneva is a dismal dashing 
of the hopes of the whole 
world for serious negotiation.

The opening was celebrat- 
hrated b> a modern dance 
festival — the first time that 
the ballet has been perform­ 
ed ir» a pre historic cave. 


Artists from the Le Tour dc 
Paris company danced Tchai­ 
kovsky. Drigo, and Moussorg- 
sky amid stalactites and stalag­

Coke Oven By-products 
Used For Many Things 


CLEVELAND d’PB— A thick, 
brown smoke which used to 
curl out of the coke ovens of 
the steel industry has made it 
possible to glue broken bones, 
put moths on a starvation diet 
and reduce inflight collisions 
of aircraft. 


By-product coke ovens, which 
replace 
the 
old 
“ behive’' 
ovens used to convert coal into 
coke, 
are 
transforming 
the 
brown smoke into about 145 
pounds of coal chemicals per 
ton of coal. The chemicals are 
used in over 200,000 products. 


Some of the chemicals, such 
as ammonium sulfate, a nitro­ 
gen fertilizer, and creosote are 
sold directly to the agricultural 
industry. Others like benzene, 
toluene, xylene, naphthalene, 
phenol and pyridine are con­ 
verted by the pharmaceutical 
paint, plastics and other indus­ 
tries into such products as as­ 
pirin, DDT, explosives, nylon, 
plastics, dyes, paints, inks, per­ 


fumes and cosmetics. 
A special bone glue already 
has been used to mend over 350 
serious fractures. Still being 
| tested, it is a strong plastic 
foam and a derivative of to­ 
luene. Poured into the fracture, 
I it hardens so quickly the pa­ 
tient may move the repaired 
limb within a few hours.

Editing the encyclopedia 
for transcription into Braille 
turned into a 15-month job.

He 
said all blind institutions in the 
United States and Canada were 
told of the project as well as 
others in the Commonwealth1 
nations.

, fight against snow is not im­ 
peded by cars parked in side 
streets as in New York. 


During the night only a few 
taxis are on the street to ham­ 
per the snow machines. 
In 1959, 600 small machines 
| to clean sidewalks were added 
| to the battalion. 
Other workers also regularly 
knock snow from roofs to pre-1 
vent water 
leaking 
into tiie 
buildings or the snow’, lacedj 
with icicles, cascading over pas­ 
sers by. 


As 
private cars are dis- 
eouraged from the Soviet I n- 
ion, it is doubtful if Moscow 
ever will have the paralyzer 
traffic of a New York snow­ 
fall. 


One official concerned with 
snow removal in the Moscow 
area said the snow machines 
are on duty from about Nov. 1 
to April 15. 
“The idea is to get the snow- 
off the streets before it packs1 
down and is hardened,” he ex-; 
plained. 
“ Twenty-four 
hours 
after the end of a snowfall, we 
usually have streets and side­ 
walks dry and clean.” 
He 
sympathizes with New 
York’s problem, adding: 
“ Well, they have lots of pa­ 
per on the streets to add to the 
problem. Here we educate the 
people to be neat.” 
The official said the city re­ 
moved nine million cubic me­ 
ters of snow in 1960.

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DECAYING OFFICERS’ ROW— 
Jungle like growth 
is smothering officers' row in what was once called 
the “cleanest post in the A rm y'— Camp Reynolds 
on Angel Island. 


Side by side on Angel Island 
in San Francisco Ray stand the 
new and the old Army watch­ 
dogs of the Golden Gate. 
On the highest point of the 
island gleams the electronic 
eye of a modern Nike site, 
while only a few hundred yards 
below it, on the west side, lies 
the ghost of old Camp Reyn­ 
olds. Nestled in a verdant val­ 
ley, it looks out on Sausalito 
and the Golden Gate, its life 
span 
having 
extended 
from 
1863 to 1946 
Generals John J. Pershing 
and Douglas MacArthur left 
the imprint of their junior 
officer boots on the old post’s 
gently 
s l o p i n g 
parade 
ground. But only the island 
deer parade on it today while 
the plaintive cry of sea gulls 
sounds reveille and taps each 
day. 
Over 20 buildings of Camp 
Reynolds continue to defy the 
elements and the passage of 
years Except for glassless win­ 
dows. they appear as solid as 
the day they were built. But 
the little graveyard on a steep 
hill nearby marked by a white 
picket fence has only e m p ty : 
hollows to show where 
131 
bodies rested. These were mov­ 
ed by the Armv to the Golden 


Gate 
National 
Cemetery 
in 
1947. 
So steep was the cemetery 
that the post 
historian. Dr. 
Bentley, in 1869 complained 
that “the occupant of a sepul­ 
chre here . . . is forced to as­ 
sume the posture of appearing 
to stand on his head, while in 
a few yards a fine level space 
is available.” 
One of the largest buildings 
of brick and huge redwood 
beams is today in excellent 
condition. Csed for headquar­ 
ters storage, it is close to the 
skeleton of the big wharf where 
ships docked to unload their 
cargoes.

Some time before 1905. the 
old battery' positions were lev­ 
eled and new ones constructed.

Even the name 
Camp Reynolds became erased 
from official records when the 
entire island w*as named Fort 
McDowell.

LOS ANGELES fl'PP — Los 
Angeles’ new $50 million Inter­ 
national Airport passenger ter­ 
minal, believed by many to be 
the most modern in the world, 
is nearing completion with the 
first planes scheduled to use its 
facilities by June of this year. 


The terminal, financed by 
a municipal bond issue, cov­ 
ers 265 acres, and was de­ 
signed with an eye to the 
future. The many buildings 
are being constructed around 
the perimeter of a 5.000-car 
parking lot that is 14 feet 
below the surface. In event 
of expansion in years to 
come, it will be only a simple 
matter of adding a roof to 
double the parking capacity. 


Each of the major airlines 
will have its own satellite build­ 
ing and its own ticket build­ 
ing. 
Whereas the satellite system 
has been used at many of the 
world's larger airports, the air­ 
lines have done the construc­ 
tion themselves with an obvi­ 
ous difference in styles, 
Six satellite buildings are in­ 
cluded in the first construction 
plans, with space available for 
two additional buildings. 
Each satellite building is be­ 
ing constructed with four lev-1 
els. Each will contain 108,000! 
square feet of floor space. The j 
public level of each, above the | 
ground level, will have a lobby, 
restaurant, coffee shop, cock­ 
tail lounge and gift-newsstands. 
It is from this floor that passen­ 
gers will board their airplanes 
by means of telescoping metal 
covered ramps to give protec­ 
tion from the weather and re­ 
duce jet blast noise. 


will be for the joint use of the 
regional carriers. 
Each satellite building will 
have its own separate ticketing 
building located at the edge of 
the parking lot. From the tick­ 
et building the satellite can be 
reached by an underground 
passageway. 
Directly in the center of the 
parking section stands the $2.2 
million Theme Building. In the 
shape of a huge 135-foot high 
parabolic 
arch, 
the 
Theme 
Building is symbolic of the fu­ 
turistic plan of the internation­ 
al terminal. 
The giant steel arches used 
in the building span a distance 
from leg to leg large enough to 
accommodate a football field. 
At the 70-foot level of the 
Theme Building there will be 
a restaurant with an observa­ 
tion deck 10 feet higher. Other 
facilities in the Theme Building 
will be an employe cafeteria 
and central kitchens and com­ 
missary for restaurants located 
in each of the satellite build­ 
ings. 
Nerve center of the term­ 
inal will be the 12-story Ad­ 
ministrative Building and its 
control tower on top. Much 
of the space in this building 
already has been occupied by 
airport administration. Fed­ 
eral Aviation Agency and 
control equipment. 
Airport 
control will be shifted to the 
new control tower in March. 
This building cost $1.4 mil­ 
lion. 
The address of the new In­ 
ternational Airport Passenger 
Terminal will be No. 1 World 
Way, the 
name of the drive 
around the parking area.

For an ultra-modern novelty 
The other floors will contain as wejj as utilitarian means of 
inter-terminal transportation a 
monorail 
will 
be 
installed 
around the entire perimeter of 
the terminal. Passenger-carry­ 


ing cars will travel under a rail 
suspended above road traffic 
between the Theme Building 
and all airline ticketing build­ 
ings. 
To operate these horizontal 
elevators the rider 
will step 
aboard, drop a quarter in a slot 
and push a button with the 
name of the airline office he 
desires. The car will leave 
when he closes the door, circle 
the terminal and comes to a 
stop at the desired building.

White Woman Aide 
To Sand Painters 


SANTA FE, N. M. (UPD—Mod-, 
ern Navajo medicine men wish­ 
ing to brush up on their sand 
painting technique often travel, 
200 miles east of the reserva­ 
tion to view a collection of 
paintings made by a white wo­ 
man. 


The paintings are housed in 
the Museum of Navajo Cere­ 
monial 
Art, 
an 
eight-sided; 
earthen building outside Santa1 
Fe. 


The two-story structure is 
considered a holy building as 
well as a museum. It is some­ 
times 
called 
the 
Navajo 
house of prayer or mecca. 
Built In the shape of an In­ 
dian hogan, it contains the 
most 
complete 
record 
of 
iNavajo sand p a i n t i n g s , 
chants, myths, legends and 
rites in the world. 


It is a monument to a New 
England woman, Mary Cabot 
Wheelwright, a descendant of 
the Boston Cabots, and a medi­ 
cine man. Hasteen Klah, one of 
the Navajo’s most noted re­ 
ligious leaders. 
“The People,” as the Nava­ 
jos calf themselves, have a say­ 
ing that when the last sand 
painting has been forgotten, 
the last Navajo will disappear 
from the earth. 
Forty years ago, Klah saw his 
people drifting from their tra­ 
ditions and hoped that some 
way would be found to pre­ 
serve their elaborate rituals. 
Without an organized priest- 
hood, church or written lan­ 
guage, medicine men had or­ 
ally passed the secrets of the 
religious rites from generation 
to generation for hundreds of 
years. 
It is important th at'ev ery 
mark on the eight-foot paint­ 
ings and every word of the: 
myths and chants he unchang-1 
ed or, the Indians believe, the 
ceremony will bring evil in­ 
stead of good. Some of the 
ceremonies are nine-days long. 


th e m into rugs w h e n he m e t 
Miss Wheelwright. 


She came to New Mexico in 
tlie early 1920’s on vacations. 
On a pack trip to the Navajo 
country, she met Klah through 
a trader, whose wife had been 
making water color sketches 
of sand paintings from mem­ 
ory. 
When Miss Wheelwright ex­ 
pressed a desire to make a rec­ 
ord of the religion, Klah ac­ 
cepted her plans. 
She 
memorized and drew 
some 400 sand paintings before 
her death in 1958 and collect­ 
ed healing chants, writing hun­ 
dreds of the songs in longhand. 
Others contributed to the col­ 
lection. 


I he 
museum-shrine 
now 
contains more than 1,500 re­ 
productions of sand 
paint­ 
ings; 
2,000 
recordings 
of 
chants; 
3 0 0 
unpublished 
manuscripts of myths, leg­ 
ends and rites and 12 color 
films of ceremonies none of 
which can be exhibited com­ 
mercially. 
Klah dedicated the museum 
in 1937 and died later that 
same year at 70. He is buried 
near the east entrance. 
Most of the 85.000 Navajos 
retain their basic traditional 
beliefs, based on harmony with 
nature. They visit the museum 
from New Mexico, Arizona and 
Utah.

Oil Derrick Ships 
May Drill In Gulf 


HOUSTON, Tex. (UPD—The 
economic gamble of oil explora­ 
tion in the submerged lands of 
the Gulf of Mexico may soon be 
solved by drilling ships topped 
with oil derricks. 
Already there are a dozen or 
so drilling ships operating in 
the gulf, and industry leaders 
believe the new operation will 
be the answer to future off­ 
shore drilling operations. 
Contrary to popular opinion, 
the oil industry is not reali/ir.g 
a profit from its submerged 
lands. 
Since 1945 the companies 
have spent some S3 billion on 
gulf drilling an 1 have pro­ 
duced gas and oil worth only 
$725 million. The annual in­ 
come currently is about $200 
million an dthe companies pour 
$250 million back in reinvest­ 
ment. 
The American Petroleum In­ 
stitute (API) notes that the 
drilling ships will provide a 
great attraction for oilmen. The 
ships will bring drillers into 
areas too deep for conventional 
off-shore platform wells and 
they will mean that many salt­ 
water areas can be explored 
and developed. 
The API also points out that 
the ships permit well comple­ 
tion without the conventional 
drilling platform, which in the I

Currently two types of drill­ 
ing ships are being used. One 
is the over-the-side rig that per-

Both have to be towed to a 
drilling site, but m a r i t i m e 
authorities often require a cap­ 
tain and several able-bodied 
seamen to be aboard. 
Workers aboard the drilling 
j ships learn to speak a mixture 
of roughneck and old salt. 
Terms like “windjammer” and 
; “crow s nest” are heard along 
with oilfield expressions like 
“ monkey board” and “ mouse­ 
trap.” 
And just like sailors, the 
drillers learn to watch the 
skies for weather signs that 
can make a deep sea oil hunt a 
treacherous operation. 
In the gulf, several mobile 
platforms have been capsized 
by silt bottoms. 
The biggest threat is from 
hurricanes with high velocity 
winds and giant waves backed 
by swift currents. 
The drilling ship's future in 
the oil business depends upon 
its ability to overcome the eco­ 
nomic and oceanographic ob­ 
stacles the API points out. 
The industry must be able 
to realize a reasonable profit 
on its investment before the 
off - shore oil hunt can be 
pushed to deep waters, and this 
means the drilling ship must 
demonstrate that it can save 
money in submerged lands, 
where drilling and equipment 
mosts continue to increase. 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. —The

The reason? American busi­ 
ness is adopting the scientific 
interrogation technique to re­ 
duce embezzlement and pilfer­ 
age losses which last year 
reached an all-time high of $1.5 
billion. 
Lincoln M. Zonn, a commer­ 
cial examiner who has run 
many more tests on housewives 
than murderers, reports that 
non-criminal cases account to­ 
day for 95 per cent of all lie 
! detector interrogations. 


“ Screening is most in de­ 
mand bv supermarkets, ware­ 
houses, department s t o r e s 
and banks, ail with staffs 
j handling large amounts of 
merchandise or cash,” Zonn 
said. 


“It’s a f.afe bet that around 
20.000 firms have screened one 
or more employes. Within the 
next two years this number will 
probably double ” 
Zonn noted that business 
uses the lie detector primarily 
when specific wrongdoing is j 
uncovered, as is the case in the 
criminal investigation f i e l d . ’ 
But where a signed confession 
usually leads to prosecution in 
criminal cases, business pre-1 
fers to handle its wrongdoers 
outside of the courts, he said. 
“ Bonding companies make 
restitution based on the con­ 


fession plus other proof of 
loss,” he explained. 
In more than half of the 
cases 
uncovered, 
pilferers 
, are either recmployed or the 
bonding company finds other 
employment for them in or­ 
der to get back money paid 
on the bond. Money can t be 
recouped when a man sits in 
prison. 
“ Of course, the man is 
screened carefully to deter­ 
mine the likelihood of further 
wrongdoing, 
and 
in 
almost 
every case he is required to 
sign an agreement to sit for 
periodic lie detector exami­ 
nation. 
Pre - employment interroga­ 
tion has gained favor with 
many companies. Zonn said. He 
noted that a truthful answer to 
the question of intention to re­ 
main on the job in Florida after 
the winter season can deter­ 
mine the success of an entire 
training program. 
A former intelligence offi­ 
cer. Zonn reported a manage- 
trend to screen new execu- 
ment trend tn screen new 
executives who might be po­ 
tential undercover operatives 
for competitor firms. 
“To p r e v e n t these after- 
shave-lotion-seentcd Mata Haris 
from walking off with a new 
car design or product innova­ 
tion. all it takes is an answer to 
the man's intent to divulge 
company information,” he said. 
“The truth here is worth a 
fortune.”

LOS ANGELES (UPD— Swim-i 
ming pools of tomorrow will 
clean and maintain themselves, 
according to Everett Landon of 
the National Swimming Pool 
Institute. 


Landon noted that millions 
of dollars are being spent on 
pool safety, including electron­ 
ic warning and safety devices 
designed to prevent accidents. 
“ Warning devices already are 
available 
that 
give 
instant 
alarm when any object falls 
into the water,” Landon said 
“ Closed circuit television sur­ 
veillance 
systems 
for 
pools 
have been developed by elec­ 
tronic leaders.” 
But more than that. Landon 


said, is development of “ the 
self-cleaning pool.” 


He pointed out that cleaning 
a pool now costs an average 
owner more than $20 a month, 
using long-handled v a c u u m 
cleaners and drainage. 


According to Landon, a new 
device that “ looks something 
like a miniature flying saucer” 
will solve this by automatically 
cleaning the pool floor and 
walls “ with nothing more than 
the flow' of incoming water.” 


Landon said the device.which 
already has passed tests, will 
“ cost so little it will pay for 
itseif in less than a summer’s 
operation.”
